TORONTO <AP> — Air Ca no- 
da officials estim ate the cost of 
settling claim s arising from the 
second w orst air crash rn Cana­ 
dian history will com e to at 
least S20 million. 
The Aw Canada Super DC8 
Jetliner crashed in a farm field 
Sunday after losing two of its 
four engines and a wingitap in a 
fire as it was trying to land in 
Toronto. All 99 passengers and 
nine crew m em bers were killed. 
The plane was en route from 
M ontreal to Los Angeles, and 
m ore than 20 of the passengers 
were from Southern California. 
By late M onday, 40 persons— 
relatives of 14 of the victim s— 
had arrived from M ontreal. Hal­ 
ifax and Los Angeles to help 
identify the dead. 
"I think they came here out of 
yheer frustration" said an air­ 
line spokesm an. The .spokesman 
said Air Canada is not encour­ 
aging relatives to fly to Toronto 
but brings them at company ex­ 
pense if they ask to come.

$373 Billion U.S. Debt 
Rated Tops In History 


WASHINGTON (API — The 
nation’s bookkeeeper has etched 
the figure $373,000,000,000 in red 
ink to close out the governm ent’s 
books with the highest fiscal 
year-end debt in history. 
The 
T reasury 
D epartm ent 
said M onday the $373 billion re­ 
corded on a prelim inary basis 
last week at the end of the fiscal 
year represents a sizable jum p 
over the $357 billion a year ago. 
The sum is not the nation’s 
deepest indebtedness. The gov­ 
ernm ent approached $377 billion 
last M arch 30 just before in­ 
come tax paym ents prevented it 
from going over the legal debt 
ceiling.

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Varnum Blocks 
Fund Reduction 
For Bay College 


Bay de Noc Community Col­ 
lege today received verifica­ 
tion that Representative Char­ 
les 
Varnum 
(R-Manastique) 
and a small group of legislators 
were able to prevent two cost­ 
ly problems for the college and 
the students it serves. 
In appropriating 
operating 
funds, the Senate and a Con­ 
ference Committee of the two 
houses late last week had in­ 
creased the tuition rate for all 
community 
college 
students 
arnd removed ell state aid for 
the vocational courses for high 
school students offered by the 
community colleges. 
Dr. Richard Rinehart, presi­ 
dent of Bay de Noc Commun­ 
ity College, speaking for the 
Governing Board and the Col­ 
lege, estimated that two pro­ 
visions would result in a loss 
of about $100,000 in college 
revenues and said those two 
provisions would have exten­ 
sively 
reduced 
the college’s 
ability to serve students of this 
area. The prohibition on area 
vocational programs for high 
school students 
would 
have 
terminated this function of the 
college. 
“The high schools cannot af­ 
ford to provide the specialized 
vocational courses that we have 
offered far some af their stu­ 
dents. There are approximately 
160 such students now in these 
classes and it is necessary to 
supplement the tuition charges 
for these students with state 
aid. The high schools of the 
area supported our arguments 
in favor of this aid because no 
other monies 
were available 
for such classes and they have 
succeeded in training for job 
skills, as well as providing bet­ 
ter job preparation motivation 
for students,” he said. 
“ The federal funds available 
for this purpose amount to less 
than IO per cent of the cost of 
the instruction. It is very clear 
that without state aid these 
courses could not have contin­ 
ued, even though our planning 
of plant, equipment and faculty 
have included this purpose.” 
The proposal for higher tui­ 
tion rates by the Legislature 
very nearly passed. It would 
have set a tuition rate of $10 
per credit hour for in-district 
students, $20 per credit hour 
for 
out-of-district 
residents, 
and $30 per credit for out-of- 
state students. 
This rate would put the tui­ 
tion charges for residents of 
adjoining 
counties 
approxi­ 
mately $200 higher than the 
cost of tuition ct the state uni­ 
versities. 
It would have resulted in a 
situation whereby no students 
would have come from outside 
the Community College district 
and a heavier load on the state 
universities. Another problem 
involved would be the immedi­ 
ate implementation of the re­ 
quirement since 168 out-of-dis­ 
trict students have been ac­ 
cepted and enrolled. 


Due to the efforts of Repre­ 
sentative Varnum and others, 
these provisions failed to re­ 
ceive the majority vote in the 
House of Representatives on 
three successive votes on Fri­ 
day night and finally the Leg­ 
islature agreed to postpone the 
tuition agreement for one year 
and to provide a small sum 
for the high school vocational 
students. The finial act provides 
the difference of $93 minus the 
aid received by the sending 
school for each prorated stu­ 
dent in a class. 
The final bill provided state 
appropriations in the amount 
of $464,820 for Bay College, 
based upon an enrollment esti­ 
mate of 676 students, with de­ 
ductions to be made from this 
amount if the actual enroll­ 
ment is less than the estimated 
number. 
Although the amount is $2,- 
500 short of tile amount need­ 
ed to pay for the state required 
teacher retirem ent system and 
is not as much as the college 
had 
requested, 
Dr. 
Rinehart 
stated that this is not nearly 
as serious as the other two 
items. Other provisions of the 
act including required teaching 
loads are not harm ful to the 
college 
because its leaching 
load is higher than the require­ 
ments set by the state act.

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DDT Tolerance 


The State Dept, of Agriculture announced 
last week that it will hold a public hearing in 
Tensing on Wednesday, July 8. on its proposals 
for tolerance levels of the pesticide DDT in com- 
merically sold fish. 
Since the commercial catch of fish in Mich­ 
igan is dwindling under Department of Natural 
Resources 
restrictions, the 
announcement of 
the hearing merited only two paragraphs on the 
Michigan Associated Press wire report, but the 
tolerance levels proposed are interesting never­ 
theless. For salmonids ( a category which in­ 
cludes lake trout) 
the maximum 
DDT level 
would be 15 pails per million. But for all other 
species of fish sold commercially, the limit will 
be IO pails per million. 
Both of the proposed limits are significantly 
al>ove the U. S. Food and Drug Administration’s 
“interim” limit of 5 parts per million, a level 
which would mean that Michigan fish could be 
sold to Michigan residents but probably would 
be confiscated if shipped over state lines. They 
also are above the 7 parts per million DDT toler­ 
ance for beef and pork and cabbage and the 0 
tolerance for sugar beets. 
* 
★ 
★ 
A Department of Agriculture spokesman in 
Lansing who was contacted by the Daily Press 
said the proposed tolerance levels are the result 
of considerable research by department scien­ 
tists. He said the proposal was developed for 
Michigan because of the failure on the part of 
the U. S. Food and Drug Administration to act 
on a Michigan petition filed last Octolier. 
The 5 parts per million DDT tolerance by 
the FDA, he said, is an “interim tolerance” in 
the absence of any establsihed legal and docu­ 
mented level. When the FDA failed to act, Mich­ 
igan decided to go ahead on its own. 
The Department 
of Agriculture official, 
however, was not able to give a reason for the 
difference in tolerance for the fish, aside from 
mentioning that levels of DDT found in salmon 
range up to about 14 parts per million and that 
DDT levels in chubs range up to about 9 parts 
per million. He emphasized that each product is 
different. 
★

It may he that the accepted methods of pre­ 
paring the different fish (salmon or chubs) will 
balance out the DDT content, or it may be that 
DDT levels of many times that which proposed 
are safe, but the varying levels of DDT to be 
allowed under the Dept, of Agriculture proposals 
raise many questions. 
Although no commercial sales of salmon 
were permitted in Michigan last year because of 
the FDA seizures in the spring of 1969 of DDT 
contaminated salmon, the Department of Na­ 
tural Resources has a monopoly on the salmon 
fishery. Under this arrangement, it would be 
greatly beneficial to the state to establish toler­ 
ance levels which would permit the DNR to re­ 
sume selling, instead of giving away, the sur­ 
plus fish from fall spawning runs. 
Is it pure coincidence that the proposed 15 
parts per million level is just slightly over the 
maximum level of DDT concentration generally 
found in salmon. 
If the federal government is standing firm 
on its “interim” guidelines of 5 parts per mil­ 
lion, wily is Michigan insisting on IO and 15 
parts per million ? 
If IO parts per million is the limit for some 
fish, why is 15 parts per million to be allowed 
for salmonids? 
The people of the state should have no ob­ 
jection to the state treasury being sweetened 
through the sale of surplus salmon to com­ 
mercial processors, but if that sale requires 
relaxing of the safeguards for public health then 
the people can get along without the public rev­ 
enue. 


SMALLER DOOR POLICY? 
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Alexander Kerensky 


Until his death recently, Alexander Keren­ 
sky never lost faith that one day his beloved 
Russia would emerge from its medieval politics 
into the light of freedom. 
His faith was an especially remarkable one, 
for there was so little in his brief rule of Russia 
or in the last 50 years of Communist domination 
to kindle it. 
A young socialist lawyer who had defended 
individuals accused by the czarist government 
of revolutionary activity, Kerensky was thrust 
into power following the abdication of Czar Ni­ 
cholas II in March, 1917, and labored valiantly 
to nurture democratic government in Russia. 
As minister of war in the provisional gov­ 
ernment of Prince Lvov, Kerensky met with 
moderate success in reorganizing and rallying 
the demoralized Russian armies — an accom­ 
plishment that impelled him into the premier­ 
ship of the second provisional government. A 
man of high ideals and civil methods, he was 
linable to cope with the forces that were tearing 
Russia apart or to counter the machinations of 
the Bolsheviks. Three months after it began, 
Kerensky’s experiment in 
democratic govern­ 
ment flickered out 
when the Bolsheviks dis­ 
banded the Constituent Assembly and stormed 
the Winter Palace. 
Marked for the same fate as the czar and 
members of the provisional government, Keren­ 
sky miraculously escaped his would-be murder­ 
ers and fled to the West, where, for a half-cen- 
turv, he engaged in lecturing and writing, con­ 
tributing significantly 
to scholarship 
on the 
Russian Revolution. 
He lived long enough to see many of the 
men wrho deposed him devour each other iii 
Russia’s bloody purges and to reflect upon their 
place in history. As a staff member of Stanford 
University’s Hoover Institution, he recorded,* 
for the benefit of posterity, his intimate knowl­ 
edge of Russian Communism. 
Kerensky’s unshakeable faith that tile Rus­ 
sia he knew and loved one day would assert itself 
derived in part from religious faith. In one of his 
last interviews, he predicted that the world — 
including Russia — would embrace the teachings 
of Christianity and enter a new era of freedom. 
May Mr. Kerensky, who epitomized the best 
in Russia, be the prophet of that day. 
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Doves Could Ruin 
The Nation s Dollar 
By JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 
FRANKFORT — After lis­ 
tening for IO days in West 
Germany to the rueful com­ 
ments of bankers, industrialists 
and politicians about the in­ 
flated U.S. dollar, one reaches 
an unpleasant conclusion: we 
are maintaining the nominal 
value of oilr currency in in­ 
ternational markets by a type 
of blackmail. 
The fiction is that the dol­ 
lar rests on a redemption value 
in international markets of $35 
an ounce in gold, which was 
the price set back in 1934. But 
in actuality the acceptability 
of the dollar rests on our will­ 
ingness to defend the nations 
of Western Europe against any 
invasion from the Communist 
East. 
There is a sort of m utual 
blackmail here: the Europeans 
can force us to keep 300,000 
soldiers 
in 
West 
Genoa ny 
merely by hinting at a possible 
refusal to take any more paper 
dollars, and we can counter by 
making an oh-so-tacit threat 
(by pointing to a speech by 
Senator Mansfield) to take the 
soldiers out. Since the threats 
are equal, nobody calls tile 
other’s bluff. The dollar stays 
put.

This is not the way tile Ger­ 
mans talk about it; they are 
too polite for that. But when 
they say that the dollar is 
“still the world's reserve cur­ 
rency,” one can only note the 
nuance that resides in that lit­ 
tle word “still.” 
TYie 
word 
implies that we are holding on 
to the edge of a cliff by our 
fingernails. 
One is invited to muse on the 
dollar’s fragility when, in a 
subsequent sentence, a banker 
or industrialist says something 
handsome about the Japanese 
yen, or mentions the common 
sen se exercised by the Canad­ 
ians when they decided to abol­ 
ish a fixed exchange rate be­ 
tween the Canadian and U.S. 
currencies. 
The fact is that the Germans 
—and presumably most of their 
West European neighbors—do 
not want to take dollars. They 
have too many already. They 
would prefer gold or Swiss 
francs. 
If they were to act on their 
preference the 
fraud of the 
$35 an ounce gold price would 
be quickly exposed. Directly 
and indirectly, some $43 billion 
in claims could be presented 
at the U.S. Treasury for re­ 
demption. Our gold reserve of 
$11.7 billion would vanish be­

But the Hest Germans don’t, 
at this point, flare to break us. 
Lacking any real military pow­ 
er of their own, they are de­ 
pendent on the 
US. atomic 
deterrent.

A 
floundering 
America, lost in a dollar de­ 
bacle, would not be in a posi­ 
tion to act the strong man who 
is dedicated to upholding the 
world’s military balance. 
The U.S., of course, could 
put its economic house in or­ 
der. But will it? 
We go on forcing the West 
Germans to take IOUs in place 
of money to settle accounts. 
The IOUs don’t figure in our 
balance of trade, for they are

We do all right in our goods 
and

balance: imports were $53 bil­ 
lion for 1969, or slightly under 
the export figure of $55 billion. 


leaving us some $2 billion to 
the good an the exchange of 
goods and services. But when 
grants and military expendi­ 
tures are taken into considera­ 
tion, our 1969 net loss on the 
balance of payments was more 
than $7 billion.

Since we lack the courage 
to accept long-term economic 
disciplines, our international fi­ 
nancial standing rests on our 
atomic submarines, our Minute­ 
men, our Mirv developments, 
and our ability to counter So­ 
viet missiles with a function­ 
ing ABM system.

EAST LANSING 'A P)—Dairy 
farms, shrinking in number but 
swelling in size, will have to 
look beyond their milking ma­ 
chines if they want to cash un 
on the future. 
That’s the opinion of C. R. 
(Ray) 
Hoglund, 
agricultural 
economist 
at Michigan 
State 
University. 
He sees no end to the trend 
which has wiped out some 29,- 
000 Michigan dairy farms in 
the last IO years. Ifs largely a 
m atter of attrition, with farms 
vanishing as the owners retire 
and use their land for crops, or 
die. Cows are sold into ever-in­ 
creasing herds where machin­ 
ery—not 
manpower—does 
the 
work. 
More Cows Expected 
Hoglund 
says 
the 
average 
dairy farm now 
is 
about 
35 
cow's, but he expects it to be 
50-55 by 1980 and eventually in­ 
to the hundreds of cows. Some 
farms, he says, will have thou­ 
sands of cows. 
It is the sophisticated opera­ 
tion, with educated management 
and 
modern 
machinery 
and 
marketing know-how, that Hog­ 
lund sees as the dollar dairy of 
the future. Diversification is the 
key. 
“There’s nothing sacred about 
dairy 
products 
themselves,” 
Hoglund says, explaining that 
farmers will be paying more at­ 
tention to producing products 
with a dairy base but including 
ingredients brought in from out­ 
side. Frozen puddings, for ex­ 
ample. 
Must Meet Demands 
Hoglund 
adds 
that 
dairy 
fauns must keep abreast of con­ 
sumer developments so they can 
meet changing demands without 
being locked into tradition. Just 
selling the same old product 
isn’t enough. 
He uses butter as an example, 
saying that it now suffers a cer­ 
tain disfavor because of its fat 
content in this age of stress on 
low-fat foods. Also, it tends to 
become crumbly ’and hard to 
spread after being refrigerated. 
“ There are methods to lower 
the fat content, lower the pro­ 
duction cost and improve the 
spread ability,” 
Hoglund 
says, 
arguing that if dairymen had 
beeen attuned to changing de­ 
mands they could have been 
producing the product to coin­ 
cide with realities. 
Dairy Products Vary 
Hoglund also says dairy farm ­ 
ers will have to pay more at­ 
tention to the legal and legisla­ 
tive areas, lobbying for laws to 
protect their best interests. 
For instance, he says there 
once was good reason to protect 
butter and milk from having ad­ 
ditives mixed into them. Now, 
however, dairy products take 
many processed forms. 
“The dairy farm er has an in­ 
terest in seeing law's changed to 
make it easier to put together a 
package,” 
Hoglund says. “He 
has to think about the product 
and who’s going to buy it.” 
Hoglund also says he expects 
pressures to protect 
streams 
from farm pollution, meaning 
dairymen will have to take pre­ 
cautionary measures into ac­ 
count when figuring costs of op­ 
eration.

Hoglund sees this as a good 
time for the dairy farm er to 
turn to modem machinery and 
increase his herd size, with an 
eye toward paying off a good 
chunk of his debts in the next 
5-7 years. 
Milk Prices Good 
The reason, he says, is that 
milk prices are good now and 
probably will be for the next 
five years. Grain prices, mean­ 
while, are low. But by 1980, 
with people turning more toward 
milk substitutes, it is hard to 
say where the dairy farm er will 
be. 
If he cashes in during fore­ 
seeable good years, Hoglund says 
the dairyman, will not be faced 
with as great a financial pinch 
if a period of readjustment sets 
in. 
Family Type Farms 
The uncertainty of the far-off 
future as far as traditional diary 
products go is one reason Hog­ 
lund stresses the need for dairy­ 
men to keep on the lookout for 
innovations. 
While Hoglund sees the bulk

CHICAGO (AP) — Represent­ 
atives of the nation’s trucking in­ 
dustry have adopted a revised 
contract with the Team sters Un­ 
ion and reiterated their view 
that the wage increases it pro­ 
vides are inflationary. 
Jam es K. Seymour, president 
of Trucking Employers Inc., the 
said the settlement was adopted 
Monday by a voice vote of the 
89-member TEI Policy Commit­ 
tee. Although the vote was not 
unanimous, he said, it was “ob­ 
viously weighted toward accept- 
aince.”

Beating From Trucks 
U.S. Probe Reveals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Bag 
trucks are giving the nation’s 
superhighways an 
unexpected 
beating that may cosh taxpayers 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in repairs, a government inves­ 
tigation warns. 
A special report to Congress 
says $200 million is needed so 
far 
to 
smooth 
over 
badly 
cracked 
interstate 
highways 
and is only a start. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, Congress’ watchdog on fed­ 
eral spending, said Monday vir­ 
tually all 
the 
superhighways 
built so far in the interstate sys­ 
tem may need an added layer of 
concrete 
surfacing 
to 
patch 
eventual cracking. 
Truck Loads Cited 
Engineers have underestimat­ 
ed the heavy truck loads the 
highways have to carry, a GAO 
expert said 
“The crucial factor is truck 
traffic. 
Most 
engineers 
have 
told us if there were no trucks 
involved, the highways would 
last 
forever.” 
said 
Bernard 
Sacks, who headed the GAO 
investigation. 
As long as truck weights keep 
going up. more federal money is 
going to be needed for continual 
repairs, a Texas highway offi­ 
cial added in the report. 
Overlays Studied 
The situdy involved oo-called 
overlays, an extra inch or more 
of asphalt concrete placed an 
top of damaged interstate high­ 
ways to enable them to stand up 
under traffic 20 years in the fu­ 
ture. The $200 million was eat* 
marked for 2,800 milles of splin­ 
tering superhighways built be­ 
fore 1963. 
“A significant amount of the 
interstate mileage constructed 
after 1963 will also require over­ 
lays before tihe end at the 20- 
year period,” the report said. 
“The total overlay costs wifll 
vastly exceed those included in 
the $200 million estimate,” it 
warned. But GAO experts de­ 
clined to estimate how much 
higher 
the 
final 
repair 
ball 
might run. 
More Cement Needed 
The $200 million figure stems 
from a 1968 highway report (to 
Congress. Highway officials’ es­ 
timates this year, completed 
after the GAO investigation, dud 
not say whether the $200 million 
was entirely used up but did 
note ait leaslt $175 million mare 
rn added layers af pavement
